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NSy  ?A5M  SLAUGHTER  R5(?UIATI0>T$: 

A  new  amendment  to  OPA  Hation  Order  16  is  due  out  Octooer  25  covering  ration 
and  license  rules  for  farm  slaughter.    ITow,  before  you  get  excited,  it 
SIMPLISS  procedures  through  which  the  farmer  must  go  to  slaughter  meat  for 
farm  eating  or  for  sale.    The  whole  story  is  told  in  rea.ll5'  simple  terms  in  a 
leaflet  which  will  flow  dc.m  Extension  lines  in  a  fev/  weeks  in  quantities 
sufficient  to  reach  every  farm  family.    In  the  meantime,  we  ha.ve  lifted  the 
sections  below  from  the  leaflet,  and  urge  information  people  to  use  them  to 
help  dis^oerse  the  dangerous  cloud  of  misunderstanding  aJbout  rationing  vrhich 
threatens  orderly  distribution  of  available  food. 

IJYOUSELLRATIOHSD  GOODS 


Get  your  price  and  point  charts  from  your  Co^unty  USDA  'var  Boa.rd  or 
your  loca.l  '.'ar  Price  and  Rationing  Board. 

Your  county  agent  has  been  furnished  a  list  of  the  top  legal  prices 
you  may  charge  for  price-controlled  goods  you  sell. 


Meat 

*  You  must  have  a  farm  slaughter  permit  if  you  intend  to  sell  any  of 
your  farm-produced  meat.  You  should  apply  at  your  County  USHA  ^'fer 
Board  for  this  permit. 

*  You  must  grade  all  meat  you  sell  and  tag  or  stamp  each  wholesale 
cut  vrith  the  grade  and  your  permit  number.    Get  instructions  from 
your  County  USDA  *''ar  Board. 

*  You  must  sell  fa. rm-p reduced  meat  at  no  higher  than  legal  prices. 

*  You  must  collect  the  correct  number  of  points  for  all  meat  you  sell 
or  give  a^way. 

*  All  points  collected  for  sale  of  meat  should  be  mailed  or  turned  in 
at  the  end.  of  each  month  to  your  local  War  Price  a-nd.  Ra,tioning  Board, 
together  with  a  simple  form  the  3oard  null  furnish  you. 

*  Tnen  you  sell  or  give  away  meat  produced  on  your  farm  directly  to 
consujners ,  you  are  allowed  to  accex^t  stamps  which  are  not  yet  valid 

on  city  markets.  Only  a  person  holding  a  permit  as  a  farm  slaughterer 
ca-n  accept  points  which  a.re  not  yet  valid. 

LI    YOU    EAT    RATI0  1j;ED  EOODS 

Meat 

*  You  don't  need  a.  farm  slaughter  permit  for  slaughtering  animals  you 
have  raised  l/  on  your  farm,  if  you  use  the  mea,t  from  them  in  your 
o'\m  household. 
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*  If  you  live  on  a  farm,  yoM  need  not  .^ive  up  ration  points  for  mep,t  from 
your  oT'/n  farra-raised  1^/  animals  which  you  slaughter  for  home  consumption, 

*  If  you  do  not  raise  l/  livestock,  you  may  p.ot  Duy  an  animal  and  slaughter 
it  vjithout  getting  a  farm  slaughter  permit*  from  your  County  USDA  ''.'ar  Board 
and  giving  up  ration  points  to  your  . local  V/ar  Price  and  Rationing  Boa.rd, 

*  You  may  he.ve  animals  you  ha.ve  raised  on  your  farm  custom  slaughtered  for 
consumption  on  the  farm  ^\dthout  giving  up  ration  points, 

*  You  may  ha.ve  your  meat  cured,  ground,  frozen,  or  made  into  sausage  for 
your  o\m  use  without  giving  up  ration  stamps  to  the  person  doing  the  vrork 
for  you, 

*  You  can  store  meat  in  freezer-lockers  without  giving  up  ra.tion  stamps 
to  the  locker  operators. 

*  You  ms.-/  not  give  avjay  rationed  meats  without  collecting  points.  However, 
you  ma-y  loan  meat  from  a.niraals  you  ha.ve  raised  to  ajiy  person  who  is  like- 
wise a  home  producer  of  meat.  The  "borrower  must  return  to  you  within  six 
months  an  amount  of  meat  equal  in  point  value  to  the  meat  you  loaned  to  him. 

!_/  An  ajiimal  is  considered  to  have  "been  "ra.ised"  "by  you  only  if: 

(l)    You  ha.ve  fed  it  from  "birth  to  slaughter;  or  (2)  You  have  fed  it 
for  60  days  immediately  preceding  sla-ughter;  or  (3)  You  have  fed  it 
for  a.  period  during  v/hich  you  ha.ve  added  Z5y  of  the  weight  it  had 
v/hsn  you  acQ_uired  it.

Louisville,  Kentucky,  vjhere  the  Retail  Merchants'  Association  is  reauesting 
each  store  to  sign  the  Home  Front  Pledge,  to  devote  one  ma.Jor  vdndow  to  an 
a,nti -"black  market  display,  and  to  establish  a  "oooth  with  an  attendant  to 
secure  pledge  signa.tures. 

Bait imore ,  Maryland,  for  its  splendid  school  cooperation.    The  Teachers 
Institute  of  more  than  1400  teachers  approved  the  discussion  in  class  periods 
of  price  control  and  rationing,  and  their  significance  in  the  Home  Front 
Pledge  Ca.mpaign. 

Denver,  Colorado,  for  mass  signing  of  the  Home  Front  Pledge  in  vrar  plants, 
and  for  house-to-houss  solicitation  by  Camp-Fire  girls,  wording  after  school 
hours.    Overwhelming  pu'blic  acceptance  indicated. 

Savannah,  and  Chatham  County,  C-eorgia,  for  the  vigorous  sux)port  of  the 
Veterans  Council  of  Administration.     Consisting  of  Disabled  War  Veterans, 
United  Spa.nish  '?ar  Veterans,  Veterans  of  Foreign  '"Jars,  and  tv;o  American  Legion 
Posts,  it  is  furnishing  local  boards  with  sufficient  Price  Panel  Assistants  to 
stamp  out  violations  affecting  the  cost-of-living.
